Sometime  in  1975 t  I  obtained  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Delaware 
Assembly  for  the  years  i739~i74'2,  To  my  surprise,  on  of  the  members  of 
this  assembly  was  named  Mark  Manlove.  My  curiosity  and  my  interest  in 
history  led  me  to  determine  the  connection  between  this  Mark  Manlove,  who 
lived  from  1677  to  17*47,  an(l  ray  great-grandfather,  who  lived  from  1872 
to  1939,  and  was  also  named  Mark  Manlove.  That  is  how  this  book  origin¬ 
ated. 

I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  many  different  places  in  the 
process  of  doing  research  on  this  book.  Among  them  are  the  Delaware  Hall 
of  Records  in  Dover,  the  Maryland  Hall  of  Records  in  Annapolis,  and  the 
court  houses  of  Kent  County,  Delaware,  and  Cecil  County,  Maryland.  I 
wish  to  thank  the  staff  members  at  all  of  these  places  for  their  assis¬ 
tance  in  obtaining  needed  records  and  documents.  A  special  note  of 
thanks  is  due  to  the  Research  staff  at  the  Hall  of  Records  in  Dover. 

They  were  always  v^ry  helpful  and  kind  during  my  many  visits  there. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  my  father  in  law,  Rev.  Gustav  L.  Blomquist  for 
the  use  of  his  typewriter.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Manor  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  Castle,  Delaware  allowed  me  to  use  their  mimeograph  facil¬ 
ities,  and  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  this. 

I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  my  parents,  Bayard  and  Evelyn  Bendler 
for  instilling  in  me  an  interest  in  history  and  in  the  past.  My  grand¬ 
mother,  Margaret  Carey,  offered  much  encouragement  while  I  was  preparing 
the  book.  I  wish  to  thank  my  wife,  Beth  Bendler,  for  her  patience  while 
I  was  writing  the  book  and  typing  the  Manuscript. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  dedicate  this  book  to  the  glory  of  God,  Whose 
providence  has  guided  the  Manloves — as  well  as  other  families — through 
the  many  years  they  have  walked  the  earth.

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THE  MANLOVE  FAMILY 


The  first  mention  of  the  Manlove  family  is  around  1600,  when 
a  Rowland  Manlove  became  a  military  hero.  Rowland  was  an  officer  in 
the  British  navy  who  had  displayed  considerable  valor  at  the  siege  of  a 
walled  city.  Because  of  this  valor,  the  Manlove  family  was  awarded  a 
coat  of  arms  and  a  mottos  Virtute  Nihil  Invium  (Virtue  is  Envious  of 
Nothing).  There  is  some  disagreement  as  to  Rowland  Manlove *s  home, 
but  it  was  either  Staffordshire  or  Shropshire.  He  was  probably  born 
around  1550* 

Rowland  Manlove  had  at  least  seven  sons,  one  of  whom  was  William, 
who  was  probably  bom  in  one  of  the  above-mentioned  shires.  William 
Manlove  had  at  least  two  sons,  Rowland  and  Mark,  who  were  born  between 
1600  and  1620.  Rowland  was  born  in  the  small  town  of  Wem,  in  Shropshire, 
which  was  probably  the  family  home  at  that  time.  Like  his  grandfather, 
Rowland  entered  the  naval  service.  According  to  papers  in  the  possession 
of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  Rowland  served  under  a  Sir 
Walter  Levison.  He,  too,  was  an  officer,  because  the  same  papers  state 
that  he  was  wealthy  enough  to  purchase  an  estate  called  Wanfields,  former¬ 
ly  owned  by  a  Sir  Walter  Chetwind.  Rowland  had  five  daughters  and  two 
sons,  Alexander  and  Edward.  Alexander  inherited  his  father's  estate,  and 
Edward  settled  in  Ashbourne,  Derbyshire,  where  three  sons  and  four  daughters 
were  born  to  him.  These  children  were  named  Edward,  William,  Rowland, 
Elizabeth,  Rachel,  Sarah,,  and  Mary. 

But  it  is  William  MaiSLove's  other  sor,  Mark,  with  whom  we  are  con¬ 
cerned,  for  it  is  he  who  became  the  progenitor  of  the  Manlove  family  in 
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America.  Mark  was  probably  bora  in  Shropshire  in  the  same  town  as  his 
brother  Rowland.  We  do  not  know  the  exact  date  of  Mark  Manlove's  emigra¬ 
tion  to  America,  because  some  of  the  records  of  Northampton  County, 
Virginia,  where  he  first  settled,  axe  Ic.tc?  Th.  earliest  reference  to 
Mark  in  America  is  ir  I65 3?  when  he  and  his  wife  Hannah  bound  their  son 
Thomas — probably  as  an  apprentice — to  an  Anthony  Hodgekin  and  his  wife 
Alice  until  Thomas  was  21  years  old.  The  earliest  extant  land  record  with 
a  reference  to  Mark  Manlove  is  dated  1659.  which  was  a  land  transfer,  in¬ 
dicating  Mark  held  land  in  Virginia  before  this  date.  The  evidence  would 
indicate,  therefore,  that  Mark  came  to  America  around  1650,  or  shortly 
thereafter. 

Further  records  show  Mark's  transactions  and  movements  after  settling 
in  Virginia.  The  Northampton  County  Order  Book  No.  8  records  a  certificate 
granted  to  Mark  Manlove  on  February  20,  1661  for  500  acres  of  land  "due 
to  him  for  the  rights  underwritten,"  and  proceeds  to  name  Mark,  his  wife 
and  eight  children.  There  are  other  deeds  recorded  which  transfer  land 
within  the  Manlove  family. 

The  Manloves  did  not  remain  in  Northampton  County,  however.  Around 
I665,  the  family  moved  north  into  Somerset  County,  Maryland.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  know  for  sure  the  reason  for  this  move,  but  it  probably  centers 
around  the  fact  that  the  Manloves  were  Quakers  at  that  time.  Dissenting 
religions,  such  as  the  Quakers,  were  tolerated  in  the  Province  of  Maryland 
more  than  they  were  in  Virginia,  which  was  dominated  by  the  Church  of 
England.  Evidence  t or  this  centers  around  a.  1663  accusiion  against  Mark 
in  Northampton  County.  He  was  accused  of  ’killing  a  steer  and  appropri¬ 
ating  it  to  his  o.rr  use.5  He  was  ordered  to  make  restitution,  anc?  "as

Mary  It  nd  land  patents  record  the  coming  of  tne  Manlove  familjr  into 
Somj^sov.  County  in  1 665  •  Mark  was  granted  "head  rights"  (50  acres  of 
lend  per  family  member)  in  several,  deeds  granted  in  166 5.  By  this  time 
Mark  had  remarried,  his  first  wife  Hannah  having  died,  and  was  the  father 
of  ten  children,  as  well  as  one  step-daughter.  By  November  of  1665, 

Mark,  in  a  deed  selling  land  in  Northampton  County,  called  himself  "late 
of’ that  county.  By  this  time,  he  owned  over  five  hundred  acres  in  Somerset: , 
including  a  plot  of  three  hundred  acres  called  "Manloves  Lot,"  later 
known  as  "Pinmore",  on  the  north  side  of  the  Pocomoke  River.  His  will, 
made  in  1666,  provides  proof  that  Mark  owned  well  over  five  hundred  acres. 
Court  records  reveal  that  this  land  was  used  to  graze  cattle  and  to  grow 
tobacco.  The  ear  marks  of  Manlove* s  cattle  were  registered  on  September 
4,  1666  in  Somerset  County  court  records.  "The  mark  of  Mark  Manloves 
a  flower  de  luce  of  the  right  ear  and  a  crop  of  both  ears  and  two  slits 
in  each  ear  and  under 0:  tbed  of  both  ears , "  This  no  doubt  served  the  purpose 
that  branding  lame?  sorveu  in  the  American  West. 

Mark  Manlove  married  ce  and  was  the  lather  of  eleven  children. 

He  probably  iti-u  led  hir  i’ir.-‘*:  wife,  Hannah,  in  Png? end.-  Ha  married  his 
second  vi+,o ,  Lllzabetn  Rduerur-  Williams,  i.i  :  555'  1  while  st.t?

Mark  n?d  eight  children  by  his  first  marriage,  but  we  do  not  know  their 
birth  dates  for  certain.  Their  names,  which  all  appear  in  their  father’s 
will,  are  John,  Mary,  Lillian,  Hannah,  Mark,  Abia,  Christopher,  and  Thomas, 
Judging  by  the  above-mentioned  deeds,  John  was  probably  the  eldest,  and  he, 
along  with  some  of  the  other  older  children,  was  born  in  England.  Re¬ 
cords  also  show  that  son  Mark  was  born  in  I65I  and  William  in  1 645,  before 
the  family  moved  to  America.  Also  mentioned  in  the  extant  records  is 
Anne  Williams,  born  in  1657  by  Elizabeth's  previous  marriage.  A  deed  of 
July  26,  1662  mentions  a  gift  of  cattle  from  Elizabeth  to  Anne,  ’’with  ye 
consent  of  my  husband  Mark  Manlove." 

Mark  Manlove  did  not  live  long  after  settling  in  Somerset  County. 

His  will,  execute!  on  Srntember  14,  1666  and  probated  on  January  3 »  1667, 
shows  that  his  death  came  within  two  years  after  moving  from  Virginia. 

This  will  is  a  valuable  ,  -urce  of  information  concerning  Mark's  family,  his

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"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen. 

I  Mark  Manlove  of  Pocomoke  in  the  County  of  Somerset  in  the 
Province  of  Maryland,  Planter,  being  weak  in  body  but  of 
good  memory,  blessed  be  God,  do  make  this  my  last  will  and 
testament.  My  soul  I  commit  to  God  who  gave  it  and  my  body 
to  be  buried  according  as  my  executors  think  fit.  As  for 
my  outward  estate,  my  debts  being  first  paid,  I  give  and 
bequeath  as  followeths  first;  to  my  loving  wife  Elizabeth 
and  to  the  children  I  have  lawfully  begotten  of  her  and  to 
their  heirs  forever,  five  hundred  acres  of  land  lying  upon 
the  north  side  of  Pocomoke  River,  beginning  at  a  little 
branch  on  the  south  side  of  my  new  dwelling  house,  being  at 
my  first  bounder,  and  so  running  northerly  up  the  river. 

All  the  rest  of  my  land  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sons 
Mark,  William,  and  Christopher  and  to  their  heirs  forever 
to  be  equally  divided  as  they  come  of  age,  each  child  to  have 
his  portion.  To  Hannah  Gilley,  Richard  Hackworth,  and  to 
his  next  son  born,  being  three  of  my  grandchildren,  each  of 
them  a  cow  calf.  I  bequeath  unto  my  sons  John  and  Thomas 
one  hundred,  pounds  of  tobacco  a  piece.  The  rest  of  my  es¬ 
tate,  after  my  debts  are  paid,  besides  the  legacies  alrea¬ 
dy  given  and  bequeathed,  I  give  one  third  to  my  wife  and  two 
thirds  to  be  equally  divided  unto  my  sons  Mark,  William, 

Christopher,  George,  and  Luke,  and  to  my  daughters  Hannah, 

Abia,  and  Persey  Manlove,  and  I  do  appoint  my  wife  Eliz¬ 
abeth  and  my  son  in  law  Richard  Hackworth  to  be  the  exec¬ 
utors  of  my  last  will  and  testament,  and  William  Stevens 
Horsey  and  Wm,  James  Meedon  overseers  of  the  same,  and  this 
I  publish  and  declare  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  the 
14th  day  of  September  anno  domini  1 666." 

The  will  was  witnessed  by  William  Green  and  Will  Stevens,  and  bears  the 

mark  MM,  since  Mark  could  not  sign  his  full  name.  He  presumably  died 

at  the  very  end  of  1666. 

The  records  of  Somerset  County  give  considerable  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  family  of  Mark  Manlove.  First,  we  know  that  several  of  his 
children  were  not  of  age  when  their  father  died.  We  have  already  cited 
the  records  giving  the  birth  dates  of  his  three  children  born  of  his 
second  marriage.  Also,  we  noted  the  document  in  which  son  Mark  chose  his 
brother  John  to  be  his  guardian.  On  December  3 i  1666,  Elizabeth  Manlove, 
Mark's  widow,  !,out  of  my  tender  care  for  my  children  that  the  Lord  hath 
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given  me  by  my  said  loving  husband  Mark  Manlove,  who  leaving  me  possessed 
of  an  estate”  proceeded  to  divide  Mark's  estate  in  accordance  with  pro¬ 
visions  of  his  will  among  the  three  children  begotten  of  her.  Numerous 
records  exist  which  shed  light  on  the  marriages  of  and  children  born  of 
Mark's  children,  which  are  summarized  here.  All  of  these  are  Somerset 
County  records,  except  the  first,  which  took  place  when  the  family  was  in 
Northampton.

March  22,  1676-Hannah,  daughter  of  Mark  and  Elizabeth  Manlove,  born

February  6,  1680-Sarah,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Manlove,  born 

March  9,  1681-Mary,  daughter  of  William  and  Alice  Manlove,  born 

February  4,  1679-Thomas,  son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Manlove,  born 

August  1,  1686-Delamas,  son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Manlove,  born 

April  2,  1684- Jane,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Manlove,  born 

At  this  point,  many  of  the  Manloves  made  another  migration,  to  an 
area  known  as  the  Three  Lower  Counties  on  Delaware,  which  had  been  given 
by  royal  charter  to  William  Penn.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  exactly 
why  the  Manloves  made  this  move.  One  possible  reason  is  connected  with 
the  efforts  of  the  Calvert  family,  who  governed  Maryland,  to  enforce  their 
claim  on  the  area  which  is  now  Delaware.  The  Calverts  were  encouraging 
Maryland  families  to  settle  in  Delaware  so  that  their  claim  would  appear 
valid,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  Manloves  moved  into  Delaware  for  this 
reason.  But  it  is  more  probable  that  the  Manloves  were  lured  by  the  reli¬ 
gious  toleration  and  democratic  philosophy  of  government  which  characterized 
Penn's  colony.  (Delaware  was  under  governors  appointed  by  the  Penn  family 
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until  1776,  although  it  received  its  own  legislature  in  1704.)  By  the 
late  1600's,  Maryland  had  come  under  the  domination  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  the  Quakers  did  not  receive  the  toleration  they  had  received 
earlier  in  Maryland  history.  Whatever  the  reason  for  their  move,  it  is 
in  Delaware  that  the  Manlove  name  occurs  most  frequently  in  the  period 
from  1680  to  1800.  The  Manlove s  were  destined  to  become  large  landholders 
in  the  Delaware  colony.  Also,  some  of  them  held  public  offices,  includ¬ 
ing  three  of  the  first  Mark  Manlove* s  sons. 

Because  of  the  growth  of  the  family,  it  will  now  be  necessary  to 
study  the  descendants  of  Mark's  sons,  rather  than  look  at  the  family  as  a 
whole.  Those  of  Mark's  sons  who  were  the  most  well-known,  as  well  as  most 
prolific,  seem  to  be  John,  Mark  Junior,  and  William.  There  are  many 
records  of  the  families  of  these  three  sons  in  Delaware  and  Maryland 
probate  and  deed  records.  We  will  trace  the  families  of  these  sons  into 
and  through  the  eighteenth  century,  starting  with  son  John  and  then  sons 
Mark  and  William.  It  was  the  descendants  of  William  who  eventually  settled 
in  the  area  of  Warwick,  Maryland  around  1800. 

DESCENDANTS  OF  JOHN  MANLOVE,  SON  OF  MARK 

The  earliest  Delaware  deeds  which  bear  the  name  Manlove  are  in  the 
name  of  John.  As  mentioned  earlier,  John  married  twice  and  had  at  least 
one  son,  also  named  John,  by  his  second  wife  Elizabeth.  John  Junior  was 
born  in  1673 »  when  the  family  was  still  in  Somerset  County.  John  Manlove 
brought  his  family  to  Delaware  around  1680  when  600  acres  was  deeded  him 
in  Kent  County,  On  January  16,  1684,  a  thousand  acre  tract  called 
"Sacerocket"  was  deeded  to  him.  This  parcel  of  land  was  located  in  Murder- 
kill  Hundred,  Kent  County,  John  Manlove  was  also  involved  in  the  sale  of 
land.  On  March  15,  1686,  he  sold  land  to  an  Andrew  Dewey  of  the  island  of 
Barbadoes.  Dewey  appropriately  called  his  new  holding  "Dewey's  Purchase." 
On  May  20  of  the  same  year,  John  sold  a  tract  of  600  acres  called  "The 
Improvement"  on  the  north  side  of  Mispillion  Creek  and  on  the  west  side 
of  Swan  Creek  to  William  Clark.  Another  deed  of  1685  mentions  John  as 
the  owner  of  a  tract  called  "Clayton"  on  the  southwest  branch  of  the 
Murderkill  Creek. 
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Little  is  known  of  John’s  son  John.  It  appears  that  he  inherited  his 
father's  land  in  Kent  County,  and  also  owned  land  in  Sussex  County. 

According  to  a  deed  of  March  25,  1731?  the  younger  John  died  intestate, 
or  without  a  will .  The  same  deed  states  that  he  was  of  Sussex  County  and 
owned  200  acres  of  land  in  Cedar  Creek  Neck.  We  are  certain  that  he  was 
survived  by  four  children  named  John,  Manuel,  Patience,  and  Mary.  Dau¬ 
ghter  Patience  married  a  Charles  Polk  on  Jul3r  8,  1736.  Polk's  family 
had  also  moved  to  Delaware  from  Somerset  County.  Charles  and  Patience 
Polk  were  to  be  the  grandparents  of  another  Charles  Polk  (1788-1857),  who 
was  Governor  of  Delaware  from  1827  to  1830.  Patience  died  in  1776  at  the 
age  of  sixty-five,  fourteen  years  before  the  birth  of  her  illustrious 
•grandson.  Her  son,  also  named  Charles,  married  a  Mary  Manlove,  a  very 
distant  cousin  of  his  mother.  The  above  deed  also  notes  that  John's  son 
Manuel  was  of  Somerset  County.  It  is  possible  he  had  returned  to  old 
family  lands  in  that  county,  because  the  same  deed  lists  him  as  a  yeoman 
farmer . 

Manuel's  Twill  is  in  the  records  of  Sussex  County,  which  indicates  he 
held  land  in  both  Delaware  and  Maryland,  and  ended  his  days  a  resident  of 
Delaware.  His  will,  probated  on  October  19,  1?^3,  mentions  three  sons 
and  daughters,  and  an  unnamen  wife.  He  left  land  to  his  three  sons; 

Manuel,  Jonathan,  and  Boaz.  The  land  he  willed  to  his  sons  was  located  both 
in  Delaware  and  Maryland.  We  know  from  her  will  that  Manuel  Sr.'s  wife 
was  named  Magdaline.  This  will  also  mentions  a  son  George  Manlove. 
Magdaline's  will  was  probated  November  22,  1770  and  left  two  Negro  slaves 
to  son  Jonathan, a- /tract  called  "Mount  Pleasant"  to  son  Manuel,  and  land 
in  Sussex  County  and  two  slaves  to  son  Boaz.  This  will  also  mentions 
children  by  a  second  marriage,  and  two  granddaughters,  Sarah  and  Betty, 
children  by  son  George. 

Son  Manuel  became  a  resident  of  Dorchester  County,  Maryland,  although 
he  continued  to  own  ^and  in  Sussex,  according  to  his  will  of  1773*  In 
this  will,  he  bequeathed  most  of  his  land  to  his  wife  Betty,  including  the 
tract  called  "Mount  Pleasant,"  Manuel  also  directed  that  some  of  the 
lard  bequeathed  to  his  wife  was  to  go  to  various  nieces  and  nephews  upon 
the  death  of  his  wife.  Included  among  these  were  Mary  and  Elizabeth, 
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daughters  of  Boaz,  and  George,  son  of  Jonathan,  and  Jonathan,  son  of  his 
sister,  Sarah,  The  inventory  of  Manuel’s  estate,  completed  July  13,  1773, 
reveals  that  Manuel  was  a  moderately  wealthy  man  "by  the  standards  of  his 
day.  Beside  his  land,  he  owned  about  eleven  slaves,  a  good  deal  of  live¬ 
stock,  furniture,  and  other  household  goods.  The  estate,  in  its  entiriiy, 
was  valued  at  over  902  English  pounds,  which  was  a  substantial,  although 
not  extravagant,  estate.  The  account  of  the  estate,  completed  in  1 775 » 
reveals  that  Manuel  had  few  debts,  and  that  most  of  the  estate  stayed  in 
the  family. 

Manuel’s  brother  achieved  considerable  fame,  of  infamy,  depending 
on  one's  point  of  view.  He  seems  to  have  pursued  a  career  in  government 
or  possibly  law.  Sussex  County  records  indicate  he  was  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  that  county  from  March  20,  1767  to  April  10,  1773»  In  1773>  he 
was  elected  to  the  Delaware  Assembly,  where  he  served  until  1776.  Of 
course,  it  was  during  these  years  that  the  great  struggle  for  independence 
was  beginning.  After  flirting  with  the  patriot  cause,  Boaz  eventually 
sided  with  the  Tories,  or  pro-British  element,  which  was  quite  sizable  in 
Sussex  County.  On  July  23,  177^»  he  was  a  leader  of  a  meeting  in  Lewes 
which  endorsed  resolutions  protesting  taxes  and  the  Boston  Port  Bill. 

This  show  of  support  for  the  Patriot  cause  led  to  his  being  one  of  three 
men,  one  from  each  county,  appointed  to  sign  a  30,000  pound  issue  of 
paper  notes  by  the  Assembly.  He  was  also  a  member,  at  this  time,  of  one 
of  the  Committees  of  Correspondence  which  collected  supplies  and  money  for 
the  beleaguered  Bostonians.  It  was  late  1775  or  early  1 776  when  Boaz  cast 
hir  fortunes  with  the  English  King.  According  to  Judge  Richard  Rodney’s 
essay  "Colonial  Finances  in  Delaware,"  Boaz  signed  less  than  half  of  the 
notes  entrusted  to  him.  James  Coleman,  in  his  biography  of  Thomas  McKean, 
notes  that  Manlove  and  fellow  Tory  Thomas  Robinson  were  apprehended  by 
the  Dover  militia  in  April,  1 776,  but  released  because  they  were  members 
of  the  Assembly,  By  1 777 »  Manlove  was  with  the  English  army,  and  a  James 
Sykes  was  given  responsibility  for  the  notes.  An  "Act  of  Free  Pardon  and 
Oblivion"  passed  by  the  Assembly  of  what  was  then  the  Delaware  State  on 
June  26,  1778,  specifically  exempted  Boaz  Manlove  and  forty-five  other 
Tories  from  pardon  for  their  deeds.  It  also  provided  for  state  confiscation 
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of  their  property,  and  its  sale  to  raise  revenue  for  the  American  cause. 
According  to  Harold  Hancock  in  The  Delaware  loyalists,  his  property  was 
sold  for  2000  pounds. 

Information  about  Boaz's  heirs  can  be  but  little  more  than  conjecture, 
Hancock  also  notes  that  the  heirs  of  Boaz  Manlove  were  encouraged  to 
present  petitions,  in  1787,  for  restitution  of  the  seized  property,  but 
apparently  without  success.  The  name  Boaz  recurs,  however,  indicating  that 
his  descendants  remained  in  Delaware.  In  1784,  a  Boaz  Manlove  was  born 
to  Bridget  Manlove,  but  his  father's  name  is  unknown.  Bridget's  property 
was  sold  in  1790,  after  she  died  intestate.  The  next  mention  of  Boaz 
Manlove  is  in  connection  with  military  archives.  In  1810,  Boaz  Manlove, 
presumably  the  son  of  Bridget,  was  a  Lieutenant  in  a  militia  battalion. 

On  August  12,  1812,  he  was  commissioned  Captain  Gov.  Joseph  Haslet.  The 
same  name  reappears  in  1825,  this  time  in  connection  with  a  tavern 
license  in  Kent  County.  Census  records  shed  further  light.  In  the  1820 
Federal  Census,  Boaz  Manlove  is  recorded  in  Kent  County  with  four  dependents* 
In  the  1850  census,  the  name  reappears  as  a  son  of  an  Alfred  and  Susan 
Manlove.  It  is  possible  Alfred  was  a  son  of  the  Boaz  recorded  in  the 
earlier  census. 

Numerous  Manloves  live  today  in  lower  Kent  and  Sussex  Counties.  It 
is  possible  that  some  of  these  are  descendants  of  John,  son  of  the  first 
Mark  to  come  to  America,  although  other  branches  of  the  family  also 
stayed  in  this  area.  In  some  ways,  Boaz  Manlove  was  typical  of  the  family, 
despite  his  Toryism.  It  will  be  seen  that  other  members  of  the  Manlove 
family  joined  with  the  Patriot  cause  in  the  Revolution,  but  Boaz's  in¬ 
terest  in  political  affairs  seems  to  be  typical  of  the  Manloves.  This 
interest  will  be  discussed  with  reference  to  other  branches  of  the 
family. 
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DESCENDANTS  OF  MARK  MANLOVE,  SON  OF  MARK 

Mark  Manlove,  son  of  the  Mark  who  first  came  to  America,  was  born  in 
i65i,  about  the  same  time  his  family  was  emigrating  from  England.  In 
1671,  he  married  Elizabeth  Green,  probably  in  Somerset  County,  This 
marriage  produced  eight  children:  Elizabeth  (16?2),  Mary  (1674),  Hannan 
(1676),  Matthew  (1679)>  Mark,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Sarah.  Hark  died  in 
1694,  at  the  age  of  forty-four.  Before  this,  he  was  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  Kent  County  (1689-90),  and  was  a  landowner  in  Mispillion  Hundred 
of  Kent  County.  His  will,  probated  on  February  20,  1695 »  gave  225  acres 
to  son  Mark,  and  412  acres  along  Mispillion  Creek  to  son  Matthew.  Land 
was  also  given  to  daughters  Rachel  and  Elizabeth.  In  1699 »  daughter 
Hannah,  who  had  married  John  Hilly ard,  discharged  her  mother  and  brother 
Matthew  of  a  legacy  left  to  her  by  her  father's  will.  It  might  be  noted 
here  that  the  Hillyard  family  later  built  •Woodburn",  which  became  the 
residence  of  Delaware's  governors  in  the  I96CS. 

Little  is  known  of  the  daughters,  but  the  wills  of  sons  Mark  and 
Matthew  survive.  Mark's  will,  probated  Hay  7,  1720,  mentions  his  wife, 

Mary  Wilson  Manlove,  and  one  daughter,  Sarah.  He  had  no  male  heirs.  Mat¬ 
thew,  on  the  other  hand,  left  a  large  family  which  can  be  traced  well  into 
the  nineteenth  century.  His  will,  probated  July  18,  1735>  makes  mention 
of  his  wife  Susanna,  and  eight  childrens  Jemima  Molleston,  Matthew, 
Jonathan,  Sarah,  Susanna,  Miriam,  Tabitha,  and  Elizabeth.  There  are 
also  two  grandsons,  Abner  and  Obadiah,  who  were  the  children  of  his  son 
Ephraim,  who  had  died  in  1732.  Abner  and  Obadiah,  who  were  minors,  were 
under  the  care  of  son  Matthew.  Matthew,  Jr.  also  inherited  the  325  acres 
of  land  on  Lovelong  Point  which  had  been  purchased  by  his  grandfather 
Mark,  Susanna,  wife  of  Matthew,  died  in  1740.  By  this  time,  three  of  the 
children  had  married  and  their  married  names  are  mentioned:  Mary  Brinkloe, 
Miriam  Bowman,  and  Elizabeth  Lowber.  Sons  Matthew  and  Jonathan,  and 
daughter  Tabitha,  were  also  in  their  mother's  will. 

Matthew  Manlove,  Jr,  outlived  his  mother  by  only  three  years.  His 
will,  probated  May  6,  1743,  shows  he  was  married  to  a  woman  named  Mary,  and 
that  he  had  one  son  and  fodr  daughters;  George,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Susanna, 
and  Sarah.  His  sister  Susanna  had  married  a  Daniel  Needham  on  August  21, 
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1740,  and  the  "brother  in  law  was  a  witness  bo  the  will.  The  will  also 
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notes  that  Matthew* s  brother  Jonathan  was  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Brother  Jonathan  lived  on  to  1777.  He  had  one  son  and  five  daughters 5 
one  of  whom,  Mary  married  Charles  Polk,  (it  will  be  remembered  that  a 
cousin,  Patience  Manlove,  also  married  a  Charles  Polk.  This  was  the  son 
of  Patience* s  spouse.)  Mary  and  Charles  Polk  became  the  parents  of 
Governor  Charles  Polk.  Jonathans  son  Matthew  lived  to  1811,  at  which 
time  his  estate  was  given  to  an  unmarried  sister  and  his  nephew  Charles 
Polk. 

The  family  tree  of  George  Manlove  is  very  complex.  According  to 
his  will,  probated  May  20,  1766,  he  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

One  of  his  daughters,  Mary,  married  a  John  Clayton  who  was  the  uncle  of 
the  famous  statesman  and  U.S.  Senator  from  Delaware,  John  M.  Clayton. 

His  other  daughter,  Sarah,  married  a  Govey  Emerson.  The  sons  were  named 
Matthew,  John,  and  Treadwell.  Two  of  these  sons  saw  service  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  On  July  26,  1776,  Matthew  was  commissioned  a  captain 
in  Col.  Samuel  Patterson’s  Flying  Camp  Regiment.  Brother  Treadwell  was 
a  Lieutenant  in  the  same  unit.  Matthew's  service  was  short-lived  (he 
died  in  1777) t  but  Treadwell  was  still  in  the  militia  after  the  Revolution. 
His  name  appears  on  a  petition  in  1786  to  the  General  Assembly  support¬ 
ing  the  formation  of  a  cavalry  troop  in  the  Delaware  militia.  Matthew 
married  Sarah  Mott,  and  four  children  were  born  of  this  marriage;  George, 
John,  Mott,  and  Sarah.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1777 »  the  children 
were  still  under  twenty  one  years  old.  Considerable  information  is 
available  on  the  family  of  son  George,  which  was  published  in  Bible  Re¬ 
cords  of  Delaware,  by  the  D.  A.  R.,  which  is  here  summarized:

Matthew  Manlove  died  in  I856,  twenty  four  years  after  his  wife's  death.

Matthew  Thomas,  born  1835 »  died  1868 
James,  born  I838,  died  1862 
Sarah,  born  1840 
John  L.,  born  1844 
Susan,  born  1846,  died  1931 

Benjamin,  bom  1849,  died  1938,  married  Ida  Emory 
Ann,  bom  1848 

These  records  are,  of  course,  incomplete.  It  should  also  be  noted  that 
this  branch  of  the  family  lived  in  or  near  Dover.  There  was  also  a 
William  W.  Manlove,  who  was  the  son  of  George  M.  and  Elizabeth  Wild  Man- 
love.  He  and  his  wife  Amelia  had  four  children,  according  to  his  will 
of  1887s  George  P.,  James  Wild,  Mary  P.  (who  married  James  Andrews), 
and  Henry  C.  Manlove,  Elizabeth  died  in  1899,  and  her  will  notes  that 
the  children  were  scattered  through  New  Jersey,  Alabpjna,  and  California. 

George  M.  and  Matthew  Manlove  continued  the  family's  interest  an 
government.  George  M.  was  quite  successful  in  Kent  County  politics.  He 
was  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  at  least  five  years  (1838-1843),  and  had  also 
been  appointed  by  the  Govern  ’  to  be  a  director  of  the  Farmer's  Bank. 
Matthew,  on  the  other  hand,  although  active  in  politics,  was  twice  on  the 
losing  side.  In  1821,  he  lest  a  race  for  Kent  County  coroner  to  William 
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Smithers  by  a  vote  of  1090  to  934.  He  lost  again  in  a  bid  for  this  office 
in  182?. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  members  of  this  branch  of  the 
Manlove  family  still  live  in  southern  Delaware.  Benjamin,  son  of 
George  S.  and  Sarah  Manlove,  is  known  to  have  lived  in  Houston,  Dela¬ 
ware,  where  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  local  church,  probably  Methodist,  in 
188?.  The  family  name  is  still  quite  common  in  lower  Delaware  to  this 
day,  although  several  branches  of  the  family  tree  are  represented. 

MANLOVES  IN  THE  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION 

Much  attention  has  already  been  given  to  the  traitorous  activities 
of  Boaz  Manlove,  but  Delaware  records  abound  in  notations  of  members  of 
the  Manlove  family  who  served  the  American  cause.  The  highest  rank 
attained  by  a  Manlove  was  captain.  Matthew  Manlove  was  a  captain  in  the 
Delaware  Battalion  of  the  Flying  Camp  regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Samuel 
Patterson.  His  brother  Treadwell  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  same  unit. 
Treadwell  remained  active  in  military  affairs  long  after  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  for  his  name  appears  on  a  petition  to  the  General  Assembly  re¬ 
questing  the  establishment  of  a  cavalry  troop  for  the  Delaware  Militia. 

At  least  two  of  the  Manloves  were  privates.  A  document  of  April  2, 

1776  shows  a  Mark  Manlove  (probably  the  father  of  the  Mark  who  migrated 
to  Cecil  County,  Maryland)  enrolled  in  the  Militia  Light  Infantry  Com¬ 
pany  of  Dover,  commanded  by  Captain  Thomas  Rodney,  Ceasar*s  brother. 

This  company  was  one  of  the  Delaware  units  on  active  duty  during  the 
Battle  of  Trenton  of  December  1776  and  the  subsequent  New  Jersey  cam¬ 
paign.  It  is  possible  that  Mark  Manlove  was  part  of  this  historic  series 
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of  battles  which  were  a  decisive  part  of  the  Revolution.  On  November 
13 ,  1777,  Mark  Manlove  is  recorded  as  having  enlisted  in  the  company 
commanded  by  Captain  Joseph  Caldwell.  This  was  probably  a  local  militia 
outfit.  A  William  Manlove  is  also  in  the  military  archives.  The  first 
mention  of  the  name  William  is  before  the  Revolution,  in  17o7>  when  he 
enlisted  in  John  Caten' s  militia  company,  after  the  French  and  Indian 
War.  On  April  12,  1776,  he  enlisted  in  Captain  Nathan  Adam's  company, 
which  was  a  part  of  the  Delaware  Continentals,  one  of  the  foremost  regi¬ 
ments  in  the  War  of  Independence.  The  heroic  record  of  the  Delaware 
regiment  has  been  very  ably  chronicled  by  Christopher  Ward,  and  need  not 
be  repeated  here,  except  to  note  that  William  Manlove  was  a  member  of  a 
unit  which  saw  action  from  New  Jersey  down  to  the  Carolinas  over  a 
span  of  six  years.  William  was  still  on  the  military  payroll  as  late  as 
1787,  and  is  mentioned  in  1816  as  a  "Pensioner  of  the  Delaware  Line", 
living  in  Ohio. 

Military  records  of  Maryland  have  little  about  the  Manlove  family 
during  the  Revolutionary  era.  There  is  only  one  reference,  and  that 
is  dated  1767*  It  notes  that  a  Christopher  Manlove  was  a  member  of 
Captain  Henry  Casson's  company.  Because  no  wars  were  in  progress  at 
this  time,  it  must  be  assumed  that  this  unit  was  a  rilitia  company  formed 
to  defend  the  western  counties  of  Maryland  against  incursions  by  the 
French  and  Indians.  Because  Maryland's  colonial  and  Revolutionary  mili¬ 
tary  records  are  comprehensive,  it  can  be  concluded  that  the  bulk  of  the 
Manloves'  contributions  to  trj§  War  of  Independence  took  place  in  Dela¬ 
ware  . 

One  note  must  be  added  to  this  chapter.  After  indepentence  had  been 
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won,  Delaware  became  the  first  state  to  ratify  the  United  States  Cons¬ 
titution.  One  of  the  delegates  to  the  convention  in  Dover  which  took 
this  action  on  December  7,  1787  was  George  Manlov  *  of  Kent  County. 
Because  there  were  two  George  Manloves  alive  at  jr.i.3  time,  we  are  not 
ceriain  which  branch  of  the  family  he  was  from*  biu  his  name  is  on  the 
document  which  made  Delaware  "The  First  State",  and  is  a  fitting  conclu¬ 
sion  to  this  chapter  discussing  the  contributions — both  positive  and 
negative — of  the  Manlove  family  during  these  critical  years  in  American 
history. 


DESCENDANTS  OF  WILLIAM  MANLOVE ,  SON  OF  MARK 
William  Manlove,  son  of  Mark,  is  believed  to  have  been  born  in  1645, 
in  England,  Mien  the  family  migrated  into  Delaware,  William  settled  in 
lower  Kent  County.  He  married,  on  November  1,  1676,  an  Alice  Robins. 

No  deed  reoords  in  the  name  of  William  have  been  found,  but.,  his  will, 
probated  in  1694,  indicates  he  had  substantial  landholdings.  William 
Manlove  became  involved  in  colonial  politics.  At  this  time,  of  course, 
Delaware  and  Pennsylvania  were  united  under  the  government  of  the  Penn 
family,  so  the  Manlove  name  is  found  in  Pennsylvania  archives.  These 
records  show  that  William  was  a  Justice  in  Kent  County  in  1689  and  1690. 
In  1689  and  again  in  1692-93 »  William  Manlove  was  a  member  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Penn’s  colony  from  Kent  County.  William's  political 
career  was  cut  short  by  his  death  in  1694.  His  will  shows  that  he  had 
three  sons  and  three  daughters,  as  well  as  his  wife  Alice  and  three  bro¬ 
thers  who  survived  him.  All  but  one  of  the  children  were  under  the  age 
of  fourteen.  Only  son  Mark,  bom  in  1677 ,  was  older.  Sons  William  and 
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Samuel,  and  daughters  Mary,  Hannah,  and  Elizabeth  were  all  under  age. 
William  bequeathed  thirty  shillings  per  year  to  brother  John  and  the 
estate  was  placed  in  the  trusteeship  of  his  brothers  Mark  and  George. 

His  wife  Alice  and  eldest  son  Mark  were  the  exe  .  o. ;  ~i s . 

Son  Mark  was  to  achieve  considerable  fame ■  resides  being  a  large 
landowner,  he  was  also  deeply  involved  in  colonial  politics.  First,  we 
will  review  land  transactions  in  his  name  in  order  to  see  the  extent  of 
his  holdings,  after  which  we  will  discuss  his  political  career  and  his 
family.  His  will  of  1747  describes  many  of  his  land  holdings.  The  will 
reveals  that  Mark  owned  a  large  plantation  on  the  Murderkill  Creek,  as 
well  as  land  in  Dover  Hundred,  and  two  lots  in  the  town  of  Dover.  A 
summary  of  transactions  in  Mark’s  name  is  perhaps  the  best  way  to  show 
the  extent  of  his  holding ss 

1735-183  acres  in  Murderkill  Hundred 

1735-200  acres  "in  the  forest" 

1735-800  acres  on  a  rivulet  called  Bishop’s  Branch 

1735-300  acres  on  the  north  side  of  Jones  Creek 

1738- 640  acres  on  Bishop's  Branch  in  Murderkill  Hundred. 

This  was  a  tract  called  "Manlove's  Berry" 

1739- Two  transactions  involving  200  and  150  acres  in  Mispillion 

Hundred 

1739-150  acres  in  Murderkill  Hundred 
There  are  also  a  number  of  deed  records  in  which  Mark  sold  land  to  his 
sons,  but  these  will  be  discussed  later.  These  records  are  sufficient 
to  show  that  Mark  had  considerable  wealth  in  terms  of  lard. 

Mark  began  his  political  career  as  his  father  William  had,  becoming 
a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Kent  County  in  1717 »  and  holding  this  post 
until  1?26.  In  1727  he  was  elected  to  the  Assemble  of  the  Three  Lower 
Counties  on  Delaware,  a  position  he  held  off  and  on  until  1745.  In 
addition  to  these  posts,  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Loan  Office  for  Kent 
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County.  The  Loan  Office  was  a  colonial  agency  which  issued  paper  cur¬ 
rency,  hacked  by  mortgages  on  property,  due  to  the  extreme  shortage  of 
gold  and  silver  in  the  colonies.  Judge  Richard  Rodney,  in  his  essay 
’’Colonial  Finances  in  Delaware”,  states  his  bel  f  that  Mark  Manlove  was 
a  trustee  from  the  Off ice* s  inception  in  1729  until  at  least  1741.  There 
is  a  reference  in  the  Assembly  minutes  of  April  19»  17 39  to  Mark  Manlove, 
’’Surviving  Trustee  of  the  first  General.  Loan  Office  for  the  said  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Kent.”  In  this  instance,  he  and  John  Tilton,  the  other  Trustee, 
were  ordered  to  pay  certain  charges  brought  about  by  an  auditing  com¬ 
mittee  rather  than  pay  them  out  of  Loan  Office  funds.  By  1746,  the  year 
before  his  death,  Mark  had  left  his  position  on  the  Kent  Loan  Office. 

Numerous  other  references  to  Mark  Manlove  shed  some  light  on  his 
responsibilities  as  a  member  of  the  colonial  Assembly.  His  name  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  several  roll-call  votes  taken  in  the  October  1740  session  of 
the  Assembly,  He  was  involved  in  some  manner  in  the  ongoing  boundary 
dispute  between  the  Penn  family  and  the  heirs  of  Lord  Baltimore  of  Mary¬ 
land.  The  minutes  of  the  October  22,  1740  meeting  of  the  Assembly  re¬ 
cords  a  "’motion  made  by  Thomas  Noxon  and  Mark  Manlove  Severally  that  they 
have  been  subpana'd  (sic)  to  ■'appear  at  Philadelphia  to  Morrow  to  give 
Evidence  in  an  Affair  between  the  Proprietors  of  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Lord  Baltimore— and  desire  the  Leave  of  the  House  to  go.  .  which  was 
granted.  The  minutes  note  that  he  returned  to  his  seat  in  the  Assembly 
on  October  27.  On  October  29  of  the  same  year,  reference  to  his  re¬ 
sponsibilities  as  Trustee  of  the  Loan  Office  recurs.  Here,  it  definitely 
asserts  Mark  had  been  Trustee  since  1729.  Mark's  particular  request 
was  for  reimbursement  for  expenses  incurred  in  traveling  to  Philadelphia

to  exchange  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  bills  of  credit  for  Delaware 
bills  received  in  those  colonies.  After  considerable  debate,  the 
Assembly  granted  him  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  after  a  motion  to  grant  him 
ten  pounds  had  failed.  On  October  24,  1741,  he  was  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  to  be  a  member  of  a  committee  to  revise  and  amend  "such  of  the 
Laws  of  this  Government  as  Stand  in  Need  of  revisal  and  Amendment  as 
this  House  shall  direct."  Another  petition  by  Mark  Manlove  for  an 
allowance  for  his  services  as  Trustee  of  the  Loan  Office  was  rejected  by 
the  Assembly.  The  Assembly  met  in  March  of  1742  to  act  on  recommend¬ 
ations  of  the  committee  to  revise  and  amend  laws,  to  which  Mark  Manlove 
had  been  appointed. 

Mark  Manlove  seems  -x>  have  had  a  mixed  reputation  among  persons  out¬ 
side  the  Assembly.  On  A’lgust  5#  1735 »  Patrick  Gordon,  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Delaware  colony,  commissioned  Mark  Manlove 
and  six  other  Kent  Countians  to  organize  and  record  all  court  and  probate 

i 

records.  On  the  other  hand,  George  Thomas,  Governor  of  the  colony  in 
1741,  wrote  to  John  Penn,  commenting  on  the  work  of  Samuel  Chews 

"Dr.  Chew  has  long  been  settled  in  Kent  County  where  he  has 
done  great  service.  The  most  dissolute  people  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  a  regular  administration  of  justice  have  become 
the  most  orderly.  The  malignant  party  there  too  was  headed 
by  Mark  Manlove  and  some  more  righteous  friends,  but  remov¬ 
ing  them  from  the  Magistracy  has  not  only  mended  the  people 
but  mended  them  likewise." 

Whether  Gov,  Thomas's  opinion  of  Mark  Manlove  is  based  on  concrete  evi¬ 
dence  or  is  a  clash  of  personalities  is  not  known.  We  do  know  that  he 
continued  to  serve  in  the  Assembly  until  1747. 

Much  can  be  learned  about  Mark  Manlove  *  s  family  through  land  re¬ 
cords  and  through  his  will.  He  lived  to  be  seventy  years  old,  and

married  three  times.  He  first  married  a  Mary  Hart  in  1697.  There  is  some 
question  as  to  the  order  of  his  second  and  third  marriages.  It  is  known 
that,  on  September  23 ,  1730,  he  married  Elizabeth  Clayton,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Joshua  Clayton.  He  was  also  married  to  a  Ruth  Curtis  Rodney, 
widow  of  William  Rodney,  but  the  date  of  this  marriage  is  unknown. 

There  is  also  uncertainty  as  to  which  children  were  born  of  which  marriage 
but  judging  by  their  birthdates,  they  were  probably  born  of  the  first 
marriage  to  Mary  Hart.  There  were  five  sons  and  at  least  one  daugh¬ 
ters  Absalom  (1698-1749),  William  (1700-1730),  Ebenezer  (1705-1772), 

Mark  (1709-after  1765),  Gideon,  and  Ruth.  Daughter  Ruth  married  into  the 
Hunn  family.  All  of  the  sons  married  and  produced  offspring  except  for 
Gideon.  One  son,  Willi. un,  predeceased  his  father  by  seventeen  years. 

Mark  Manlove’s  will  reveals  the  division  of  his  huge  landholdings. 

Son  Absalom  was  given  e.  tract  on  the  north  side  of  the  Murderkill,  where 

he  was  living  at  the  time.  This  land  was  bounded  by  a  tract  which  had 

previously  been  deeded  to  son  Ebenezer,  and  land  which  had  belonged  to 

his  late  son  William.  Sons  Absalom  and  Mark  were  jointly  willed  a  tract 

of  marsh,  probably  along  the  Delaware  Bay,  and  two  lots  in  the  town  of 

Dover.  Son  Gideon,  who  was  probably  underage  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 

death,  was  to  have  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  a  tract  called 

"Moldsf ield" .  It  was  stated  that  the  money  was  to  be  retained  by  the 

executors  for  Gideon’s  use.  Several  grandchildren  were  also  mentioned 

in  the  will.  Grandson  Nathan,  son  of  son  Mark,  was  given  two  tracts  c  , 

called  "Neither* s  Adventure"  and  "Edmund’s  Choice",  plus  part  of  another 

tract.  Grandson  Matthew,  son  of  Absalom,  was  given  a  part  of  "Molds- 

field"  not  reserved  for  Gideon’s  use.  Mark,  the  son  of  Ebenezer,  was 
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given  two  hundred  acres  in  Dover  Hundred.  Other  grandchildren  were  given 
items  other  than  land.  Granddaughter  Eunice,  daughter  of  Mark,  was 
given  a  Negro  slave.  William,  son  of  William,  was  given  five  pounds 
cash.  Four  daughters  of  Ruth  Hunn  were  each  given  ten  pounds  cash  at 
marriage  of  the  age  of  eighteen.  Finally,  granddaughter  Keziah  Wheeler, 
daughter  of  son  William,  was  given  a  cow.  The  residue  of  the  estate 
was  left  to  the  executors;  sons  Mark,  Absalom,  and  Ebenezer.  The  will 
was  witnessed  by  Samuel  Bussee,  Sr.  and  his  son,  and  by  George  Brown 
and  Mary  Bussee.  It  was  probated  on  January  8,  1749. 

An  interesting  aspect  of  Mark  ManloveTs  will  is  the  opening  state¬ 
ment,  which  reads  almost  like  a  confession  of  faith.  Many  wills  have  a 
brief  reference  to  the  Creator,  but  few  are  quite  this  extersives 

"I  Mark  Manlove  of  Kent  County  on  Delaware,  being  well  stricken 
in  years,  and  knowing  all  men  are  born  to  die,  do  make  and 
ordain  this  my  last  v ill  and  testament,  in  manners  and  form 
following,  that  is  to  says  first  and  principally,  I  assign 
my  soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  who  gave  it  hoping 
for  a  joyful  resurrection  at  the  great  day  of  judgment?  be¬ 
lieving  all  things  that  among  all  kindred,  tongues  and  people  L  • 
that  work  righteousness  shall  be  saved.  But  this  I  confess 
that  after  the  day  many  men  call  -?-  so  worship  bjr  the  God  of 
my  fathers  believing  all  things  that  are  written  in  the  scrip¬ 
tures  of  truth  that  are  necessary  for  salvation,  and  that  the 
Bible  was  writ  by  holy  men  that  were  inspired  by  the  Holy 
Spirit . " 

The  original  copy  of  this  will  is  in  poor  condition,  and  is  difficult  to 

read  in  many  places.  The  punctuation  is  almost  obliterated.  But  the 

thrust  of  Mark  Manlove* s  testimony  is  still  clear?  on  the  eve  of  his 

death,  he  wished  to  affirm  his  faith  in  God,  and  in  the  truth  of  the 

Holy  Scriptures.  As  was  stated  earlier,  the  Manlove s  were  Quakers  when 

they  first  arrived  in  America,  and  a  Mark  Manlove  is  recorded  as  a  member 

of  a  Quaker  meeting  as  late  as  1707.  Because,  by  1775 *  several  of  the 
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Manloves  entered  various  militia  companies,  it  is  probable  they  left  the 
Quaker  faith  by  that  time,  because  the  Quakers  opposed  war.  Regardless, 
evidence  such  as  this  will  indicates  that  at  least  part  of  the  family 
retained  ties  with  some  church,  whether  Quaker  or  another  denomination. 
Mark  Manlove,  at  least,  gave  the  nonmaterial  aspect  of  life  some  atten¬ 
tion. 

Before  discussing  Mark  Manlove* s  heirs,  we  will  lhok  briefly  at 
the  other  sons  of  William  and  Alice  Manlove.  William  Manlove,  Jr.  was 
born  on  Christmas  day  1691*  He  married  a  Mary  Bibbe  on  December  6,  1716. 
Five  children  were  bom  of  this  marriage,  three  daughters  and  two  sons. 
Information  concerning  this  family  is  available  from  a  Bible  which 
William  Jr.  purchased  in  Philadelphia  in  1729,  and  is  now  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society.  The  relevant  information 
is  recorded  in  this  Bible  as  follows; 

Sons  of  William  Manlove  Jr.; 

Nathaniel,  born  January  6,  1718 
died  April  27,  1729 
William,  born  June  29,  1721 
died  in  1748 

Daughters; 

Mary,  born  October  27,  1723 
married  Joseph  Mason 
died  November  9,  1779 
Ruth,  born  December  10,  1726 
died  April  5,  17^ 

Sarah,  born  September  28,  1730 
married  William  Hasten 
died  February  27,  177^ 

Son  William  (1721-1,748)  married  a  woman  named  Elizabeth,  and  two  daughters 
were  born  of  that  marriage;  Mary  on  February  19,  17^6,  and  Elizabeth 
on  April  15,  1748.  There  were  no  male  Ijeirs,  and  the  Bible  was  passed 
on  to  the  Mason  family,  and  contains  a  wealth  of  information  about  the 
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Masons  and  Mastens.  Samuel,  William  and  Mark’s  other  brother,  died  in 
1731*  His  will,  besides  mentioning  his  residence  "in  the  forest  of 
Dover  Hundred",  makes  reference  to  his  wife  Elizabeth,  his  father  in  law 
Samuel  Glover  (or  Glovis),  and  his  brother  Mark.  Apparently,  there 
were  no  children.  His  land  may  have  been  deeded  to  a  Jonathan  Clark. 

It  was  only  through  Mark  that  the  Manlove  name  was  preserved  among  the 
children  of  William  and  Alice  Manlove. 

DESCENDANTS  OF  MARK  MANLOVE, 

SON  OF  WILLIAM  AND  ALICE  ROBINS  MANLOVE 

Four  of  Mark  Manlove* s  five  sons  produced  male  heirs.  There  is  no 
record  of  son  Gideon,  the  youngest,  having  ever  married  or  producing  off¬ 
spring.  Mark’s  eldest  son  was  Absalom,  who  died  in  1749,  two  years 
after  his  father’s  death.  The  administration  of  his  estate  mentions  his 
wife,  Margaret,  and  four  children;  Mark,  Absalom,  Matthew,  and  Rachel. 

A  deed  of  August  11,  1762  exists  in  which  Mark  Manlove  Jr.,  Absalom’s 
brother,  granted  land  adjoining  the  St.  Jones  River  and  Delaware  Bay  to 
Mark,  Absalom,  and  Matthew  Manlove,  as  well  as  Rachel  Williams.  Absalom's 
daughter  Rachel  had  married  a  John  Williams,  who  is  mentioned  along  with 
Absalom’s  three  sons  in  this  deed.  The  Williams  are  also  mentioned  in 
Absalom  Jr.’s  will,  which  was  probated  December  1,  1769*  In  this  will, 
Absalom,  a  shallopman  by  occupation,  left  all  his  property  to  his  bro¬ 
ther  in  law  John  Williams  and  to  his  nephew  John  Williams,  Jr.  Matthew, 
son  of  Absalom  Sr.,  was  the  second  son  to  die,  his  will  being  probated 
on  December  23 »  1773*  In  it,  he  willed  all  his  land  to  his  brother 
Mark,  and  to  Mark's  son  Matthew.  Matthew  died  soon  after  receiving 
this  bequest.  A  deed  of  1791  refers  to  Matthew  having  died  without  a 
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will  and  the  land  having  passed  to  his  sister  Ann,  who  later  married  a 
John  Chambers.  Absalom  Sr.'s  other  son  Mark  is  mentioned  in  a  deed  of 
August  2 6,  1763  in  which  he  and  Rachel  Williams,  his  sister,  deed  land 
to  an  Isaac  King.  The  land  was  left  to  them  by  their  father.  Mark 
married  a  Violet  Cummins,  daughter  of  George  Cummins,  and  also  a  Be- 
litha,  whose  last  name  is  unknown.  Mark  died  in  1797 »  and  his  estate 
was  administered  by  George  Cummins.  Also  mentioned  in  the  administration 
is  a  Ruth  Manlove,  but  no  clue  of  her  relationship  is  given.  As  was 
stated  earlier,  Mark's  son  Matthew  predeceased  his  father,  and  a  dau¬ 
ghter  Ann  married  into  the  Chambers  family.  Deeds  of  1766  and  1777 
mention  this  Mark  Manlove  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  land  in  DoVer  and 
elsewhere.  Mark  also  had  a  son  named  Mark,  probably  born  between  1 7&5 
and  1770,  who  became  the  first  of  the  Manloves  to  move  into  Cecil  County, 
Maryland.  There  will  be  more  on  this  later. 

Mark's  second  son  William  (1700-1730)  was  the  first  to  die.  His 

marriage  to  an  Elizabeth  Browne  in  1725  lasted  only  five  years,  but  three 

children  were  born  of  this  marriage.  The  first  Keziah,  married  into  the 

Wheeler  family,  and  was  mentioned  in  her  grandfather's  will.  The  second 

child,  daughter  Margaret,  married  into  the  Chipman  family  and  settled 

in  eastern  North  Carolina.  A  son,  William  Jr.,  was  born  in  1730.  He 

married  three  times  and  was  the  father  of  at  least  five  children.  He, 

too,  moved  to  North  Carolina,  around  1770.  It  is  likely,  although  not 

definite,  that  all  five  children— George,  Elizabeth,  S/rah,  Jonathan,  and 

William — moved  to  North  Carolina  with  their  parents.  f  eorge,  Elizabeth, 

and  Sarah  were  born  by  William's  first  marriage  in  1?,;3»  and  Jonathan 

and  William  Jr.  were  born  by  his  second  marriage  in  .'770.  A  third  mar- 
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riage  took  place,  in  1786.  William  Manlove  died  in  1808  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Several  deeds  bear  reference  to  this  branch  of  the  family,  but 
they  confirm  the  facts  already  given.  One  adds  that  William  (1730- 
1808)  was  a  merchant  and  the  woman  he  married  in  1770  was  named  Elizabeth. 

Mark  Manlove *s  third  son  was  Ebenezer.  He  was  born  in  1705,  and 
died  in  1772.  He  married  a  woman  named  Sarah.  Ebenezer  Manlove  is 
known  to  have  had  three  children;  Mark,  Asa,  and  Sarah.  According  to 
deeds  of  1737,  1748,  and  1770,  he  is  known  to  have  held  land  along  or 
near  the  St.  Jones  River,  southeast  of  Dover.  The  administration  of  his 
estate,  granted  on  November  2,  1772,  mentions  his  wife  Sarah  and  son 
Asa.  Daughter  Sarah  had  married  a  James  Coleman.  Also  mentioned  in  the 
administration  is  a  Thomas  Manlove,  without  a  hint  of  his  relationship 
to  Ebenezer.  Asa  is  known  to  have  owned  laud  near  the  present  location 
of  Smyrna,  and  he  is  also  mentioned  along  with  Thomas  Manlove  in  other 
Kent  County  deeds.  A  bond  of  1784  mentions  the  two  with  regard  to  land 
along  St.  Jones  Creek  and  Delaware  Bay.  Asa  Manlove  died  in  1797,  leav¬ 
ing  a  widow  Deborah  and  at  least  two  sons,  David  and  Robinson.  These 
two  sons  moved  to  Sussex  Courty  before  1790,  because  they  were  living 
in  Broadkill  Hundred,  according  to  Dr.  DeValinger's  Reconstructed  1790 
Census  of  Delaware.  Assessment  lists  from  1788  and  1789  from  this  hundred 
list  David  and  Robinson  Manlove  as  landowners.  The  name  Asa  recurs  in 
the  nineteenth  century.  In  1813,  an  Asa  Manlove  is  listed  in  a  Dela¬ 
ware  militia  unit,  and  the  name  also  occurs  twice  in  marriage  records; 

Asa  Manlove  to  Jane  Da/is,  July  10,  1830,  in  Lewes 

Asa  Manlove  to  Hanna  Pride,  April  20,  1848 

The  name  David  Manlove  also  recurs  in  the  1800* s,  on  a  tombstone  in 
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Sussex  County.  The  stone  notes  that  a  David  Manlove  died  in  186?,  at 
the  age  of  sixty-three. 

Mark  Manlove* s  son  Mark  was  born  in  1709 .  Delaware  records  do  not 
reveal  anything  about  his  death,  but  it  is  believed  he  lived  at  least 
until  I785.  A  deed  of  this  date  conveys  land  from  Mark  Manlove,  son  of 
Mark,  to  his  son  Nathan,  in  accordance  with  the  elder  Mark's  will  of 
1747.  Also  named  in  this  deed  are  Mark's  wife  Ann  and  Nathan's  wife 
Jean.  In  a  deed  of  1762,  Nathan  bought  land  in  Mispillion  Hundred  from 
a  Benjamin  Brown,  and  in  I768,  he  sold  land  to  a  Booth  Waitman.  Refer¬ 
ence  is  also  made  to  Nathan  Manlove  in  military  records.  He  was  a  fifer 
in  Richard  Dalliner's  company  in  the  American  Revolution.  His  name  also 
appears  in  an  addition  to  his  uncle  Ebenezer's  administration  made  in 
1784.  There  is  no  further  reference  to  this  Mark  or  Nathan  Manlove  in 
Delaware  records. 


INTO  CECIL  COUNTY 

At  this  point,  we  must  narrow  our  focus  and  look  at  the  branch  of 
the  family  which  moved  into  Cecil  County  and  became  the  forbears  of  Mark 
E.  Manlove  (1872-1939) .  According  to  the  Reconstructed  1790  Census  of 
Delaware,  there  was  a  Mark  Manlove  living  in  Little  Creek  Hundred  of 
Kent  County.  This  Mark  Manlove  was  the  son  of  Absalom,  and  the  grandson 
of  the  Mark  who  had  been  in  the  Assembly,  He  was  probably  the  one  who 
was  on  the  roll  of  the  Militia  Light  Infantry  Company  of  Dover  in  1776. 
More  detail  can  be  found  about  him  by  reviewing  the  assessment  records 
of  Kent  County,  which  show  he  was  a.  small  farmer  with  no  slaves.  From 
1790  to  about  179 5t  he  was  a  resident  of  Little  Creek  Hundred,  after  which 
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it  appears  he  moved  to  Dover  Hundred.  The  1797  assessment  of  Dover 
Hundred  reveals  his  taxable  property  and  its  valuation,  in  English  pounds?

He  see  that  Mark  Manlove,  in  the  last  year  of  his  life,  was  a  small  farmer 
whose  main  assets  were  his  livestock  and  his  property.  The  administration 
of  his  estate  in  1797  reveals  that  most  of  his  estate  was  given  to 
persons  outside  the  family,  revealing  that  Mark  Manlove  was  in  consid¬ 
erable  debt  at  his  death. 

It  was  the  son  of  this  Mark  Manlove,  also  named  Mark,  who  moved  to 
Cecil  County,  Maryland.  Records  also  indicate  he  lived  in  St.  Georges 
Hundred  of  New  Castle  County,  Delaware  for  a  short  time.  He  is  listed 
as  a  resident  of  North  Sassafras  Hundred  of  Cecil  County  in  1800,  and  is 
listed  as  a  taxable  in  St.  Georges  Hundred  from  1802  to  1808.  The  key 
to  the  connection  between  him  and  his  father,  however,  is  a  woman 
named  Belitha,  probably  the  widow  of  the  elder  Mark.  She  is  listed  as 
a  taxable  in  Dover  Hundred  in  a  list  around  1800,  and  then  is  listed  in 
the  1808-09  !,Book  of  Transfers  aid  Additions  in  the  Assessment  of  St. 
Georges  Hundred, "  having  taxable  property  of  $200  in  both  1800  and  1808. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  when  her  husband* s  estate  was  settled,  she 
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moved  north  with  her  son. 


Mark  Manlove,  as  was  stated  above,  was  listed  on  St.  Georges  Hun¬ 
dred  assessment  lists  from  1802  to  1808.  For  the  most  part,  he  was 
taxed  for  a  small  amount  of  property  (probably  livestock),  plus  what 
was  called  "the  rate  of  the  person."  The  tax  records  read  as  follows;

In  1808,  he  is  listed  in  the  "Book  of  Errors  and  Delinquents  in  St. 

Georges  Hundred",  as  owing  tax  on  property  worth  $166.79*  This  book 
listed  those  who  had  either  moved  out  of  the  hundred  or  had  not,  for  some 
reason,  paid  their  tax.  After  the  mention  of  Belitha  Manlove  in  the  1808- 
1809  book,  there  is  no  further  mention  of  the  Manlove  family  in  St. 
Georges  Hundred  for  a  while. 

The  information  given  in  the  1800  Federal  Census  of  Cecil  County, 
Maryland  tells  us  a  good  deal  about  Mark  Manlove  and  his  family.  No 
names  of  dependents  are  given  but  free  white  family  members  are  broken 
down  by  sex  and  age  group.  Also,  there  are  two  columns  for  blacks,  free 
and  slave.  In  the  case  of  Mark  Manlove  (found  on  page  581,  line  9  of 
the  1800  Maryland  Census  records),  the  return  shows  he  had  five  children 
under  ten  years  old,  four  males  and  one  female.  It  also  reveals  that 
•  Mark  and  his  wife  were  in  the  26-45  age  bracket.  Judging  by  the  age  of 
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his  children,  it  can  be  assumed  that  Mark  and  his  wife  were  about  thirty 
to  thirty  five  years  of  age.  Also,  two  free  blacks  are  listed,  pro¬ 
bably  a  hired  hand  and  his  spouse.  Mark  owned  no  slaves  at  this  time. 

At  this  point,  we  must  digress  for  a  moment  to  say  that  there  is 
no  known  reason  for  this  move  to  Cecil  County.  Nor  is  the  exact  date 
known.  Perhaps  Mark’s  wife  was  from  this  area,  and  Mark  moved  into 
her  father’s  business  (they  were  probably  tenant  farmers).  We  know 
that  the  estate  of  Mark’s  father  was  not  kept  in  the  family,  probably 
being  paid  to  creditors,  So  perhaps  Mark  saw  more  opportunity  for  hit- 
self  by  moving.  Also,  it  must  be  noted,  that  although  the  Manloves  moved 
into  Cecil  County  before  1800,  they  did  not  own  land  there  for  at  least 
a  generation.  Land  records  at  the  Cecil  County  Courthouse  in  Elkton 
do  not  mention  the  Manlove  name  until  1826,  and  then  in  reference  to  the 
sale  of  farming  animals  and  not  land.  What  evidence  that  is  available 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  Manloves  were  tenant  farmers  in  the  early 
1800’s.  This  assertion  is  reenforced  by  their  brief  stay  in  St.  Georges 
Hundred,  and  a  later  stay  in  Appoquinimink  Hundred,  in  which  they  paid 
tax  for  livestock,  but  not  for  land.  Of  course,  these  reasons  are  only 
speculation.  The  records  of  Mark  Manlove *s  moves  remain,  but  one  can 
only  guess  why  he  moved. 

We  have  another  mention  of  Mark  Manlove  in  Delaware  tax  records, 
this  time  in  Appoquinimink  Hundred  from  about  1814  to  1818.  It  is  pro¬ 


bable  that  this  is  the  Mark  Manlove  who  was  previously  liste 
listed  in  1816  r  and  again  ii  1817,  being  assessed  $15^  -'sr  P 
property .  X:  l  1319;  he  is  on  the  list  of  errors  and  deiinric 
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explanation  for  his  presence  on  this  list  is  that  he  moved  to  Maryland. 

It  is  possible  that  he  moved  into  the  area  of  Warwick,  where  one  of  the 

branches  of  the  family  settled  and  stayed  into  the  twentieth  century. 

It  should  be  noted  here,  in  reference  to  the  moves  into  St. 

Georges  and  Appoquinimink  Hundreds  of  Delaware,  that  both  of  these 

hundreds  border  Maryland  where  the  Manloves  are  known  to  have  lived. 

Middletown,  Delaware  is  in  St.  Georges  Hundred,  and  the  village  of  Warwick 

Maryland  is  just  across  the  state  line  from  this  hundred.  Appoquinimink 

Hundred  is  a  short  distance  to  the  south  of  Middletown.  The  fact  that 

the  Manloves  did  not  own  land  in  either  state  makes  it  possible  that  they 

rented  farms  both  in  Delaware  and  Maryland.  Unfortunately,  Maryland 

tax  records  have  not  survived,  and  we  can  not  determine  how  much,  if 

any,  tax  Mark  Manlove  paid  in  Cecil  County  at  this  time. 

We  have  another  mention  of  a  Manlove,  this  one  named  John,  in  the 

Federal  Census  records  of  Cecil  and  New  Castle  Counties,  The  1830  census 

of  Cecil  County  indicates  that  a  John  Manlove  lived  in  Cecil  County 

with  the  following  household,  classified  by  age  and  sex; 

2  males  under  5  years 
1  male  5  to  10  years 
1  male  10  to  15  years 
1  male  30  to  40  years 
1  female  5  to  10  years 
1  fe'nale  15  to  20  years 
1  female  30  to  40  years 

The  records  of  other  Cecil  County  census  returns  examined  were  in  part 

not  legible.  Delaware  census  returns  (New  Castle  County)  show  a  John 

Manlove  living  there  whose  age  as  classified  in  1840  makes  it  clear  he 

is  the  one  living  in  Cecil  County  in  1830.  Also,  it  should  be  noted 

that  John  was  born  between  1790  and  1800. 
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To  further  trace  the  movement  of  John  Manlove,  it  is  necessary  to 
examine  Cecil  County  records  and  later  Delaware  tax  lists.  The  first 
mention  of  John  Manlove  is  his  marriage  license.  On  February  20,  1822, 
Cecil  County  marriage  records  show  John  Manlove  marrying  Rebecca 
Hukill,  with  a  Rev.  Ninde  performing  the  ceremony.  The  next  recorded 
transaction  of  John  Manlove  is  dated  September  2,  1826,  in  which  he 
sold  a  brown  horse  to  a  John  Wroth  for  $69.  John  must  have  had  the 
typical  family  interest  in  politics,  because  in  I83I  he  was  appointed  a 
coroner  for  Cecil  County  (in  those  days  a  political  appointment)  in  the 
following  commission; 

"The  State  of  Maryland  to  John  Manlove,  Esquire  of  Cecil 
County,  Greetings  Be  it  known  that  reposing  special  trust 
and  confidence  in  your  prudence  and  honesty,  you  are  ap¬ 
pointed  one  of  the  coroners  of  Cecil  County,  to  hold  the 
said  office  of  coroner  with  all  lawful  fees,  profits,  and 
privileges  and  benefits,  to  the  said  office  of  coroner 
belonging  until  you  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  and  to 
execute  the  duties  of  said  office  with  diligence  and  fi¬ 
delity,  without  favor,  affection  or  partiality  according 
to  law,  given  under  the  seal  of  the  state  of  Maryland, 
this  first  day  of  February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1831." 

Witness  the  Honorable  Theodorick  Bland,  Chancellor. 

John  was  recommissioned  to  this  office  in  1832. 

Our  attention  must  now  shift  back  to  Delaware  tax  records,  before 

returning  to  Maryland  records,  where  John  Manlove' s  name  shows  up  in 

the  records  of  St.  Oorges  Hundred.  The  name  appears  first  in  1831 » 

and  shows  up  continually  until  1840.  Again,  he  is  taxed  on  personal 

property  and  livestock,  not  land.  By  1839 »  the  names  Jonathan  Manlove 

ar.d  William  Manlove  are  added  to  the  listr  It  is  yoe'  hje  these  were 

John's  brothers,  because  his  sons  would  not  have  been  of  in  1840. 
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By  1845 t  our  attention  must  shift  back  to  Maryland,  where  John  Manlove' s 
name  appears  on  a  bill  of  sale.  He  sold  to  a  Francis  B.  Crookshanks  and 
a  Thomas  Ford  a  whole  assortment  of  cattle,  horses,  farming  implements, 
and  household  goods  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  The  bill  of 
sale  also  notes  that  John  Manlove  at  that  time  was  living  near  Bohemia 
Ferry,  but  implies  he  did  not  oun  the  land  on  which  he  lived.  This  sale 
was  completed  August  8,  1845,  and  was  witnessed  by  Richard  Semans  and 
John  Hays. 

Another  bill  of  sale  of  1850  discloses  more  information  about  the 
Cecil  County  Manloves.  In  this  sale,  John  C.  Manlove  sold  more  live¬ 
stock  and  farm  implements  and  produce  to  repay  a  debt  of  $3^5  to  Francis 
B.  Crookshanks  and  $170  to  Mark  Manlove.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  Mark 
Manlove  was  John's  brother.  John,  as  will  be  seen  later,  had  a  son 
named  Mark,  but  he  did  not  establish  his  own  household  until  alter 
1850,  and  was  probably  not  a  party  to  this  sale.  To  pay  his  debt,  John 
relinquished  "one  grey  horse,  one  sorrel  horse,  one  bay  mare,  one  black 
horse,  one  oxcart  with  a  yoke  of  oxen,  one  white  cow,  one  red  motley 
faced  cow,  one  yellow  and  white  cow,  one  black  motley  face  heifer,  four 
yearling  calves  (three  heifers  and  one  bull),"  along  with  farming  imple¬ 
ments  and  a  "crop  of  wheat  now  growing  on  the  farm  which  the  said 
Manlove  (John)  liver*.  on."  This  sale  indicates  that  both  John  and  Mark 
Manlove  were  farmers,  but  did  not  own  the  land  they  farmed.  It  is  inte¬ 
resting  that  no  land  transactions  in  the  Manlove  name  are  recorded  in 
Cecil  County  until  the  late  j.850’s. 

Several  sales  are  recorded  involving  Mvrk  Men- c  /e t  ..  j.  addition  to 

the  one  noted  above,  there  are  several  dating  from  1855  ^nd  i.856.  On 
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May  5»  1855 »  he 'bought  $20.20  worth  of  furniture  from  a  William  Pearce, 
only  to  sell  the  same  furniture  to  Isaac  Slaughter  on  July  28  of  the  same 
year.  On  February  21,  1856,  he  sold  more  household  goods  to  Sarah 
Flintham,  a  relative  of  his  first  wife.  These  records  also  indicate 
that  Mark,  for  a  brief  time,  owned  at  least  one  slave.  Deeds  of  October 
1  and  9»  1855  record  the  sale  and  repurchase  of  "a  Negro  man  named 
Mike”  by  Mark  Manlove  for  $600,  a  transaction  witnessed  by  John  Rankin. 

At  this  point,  it  is  necessary  to  summarize  and  connect  the 
Manloves  whose  transactions  and  movings  have  been  discussed.  If  will 
be  remembered  that  the  1800  census  listed  four  males  under  10  in  the 
household  of  Mark  Manlove,  It  is  possible  that  John  and  Mark  were  two 
of  these.  The  Jonathan  and  William  mentioned  in  New  Castle  County  tax 
lists  may  account  for  two  of  the  males  under  10.  There  was  also,  it  will 
be  remembered,  one  female  under  ten.  It  is  possible  her  name  was 
Rachel,  who  married  an  Edward  Clayton  in  1811.  It  must  be  emphasized 
that  this  is  conjecture,  and  that  because  names  of  family  members  were 
not  listed  before  1850,  that  the  names  given  are  not  certain.  They  are 
based  on  what  record;-,  exist,  however.  /.Iso,  there  were  probably  other 
children  born  after  the  enumeration  of  1800.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
Mark,  son  of  the  Mark  counted  in  1800,  was  born  in  the  years  1810-1820. 

No  records  exist,  ho -ever,  to  confirm  this,  and  it  is  possible  he  was 
born  as  early  as  the  1790-1800  decade,  as  stated  abwe. 

We  will  now  discuss  the  family  of  John  Manlove-  son  of  Mark.  John 
Mr 'love ,  according  to  Ceci.-  County  Marriage  Lice:w  ’TV?--!  840;  married 
Rebecca  Hukill  in  1822.  The  Hukills  had  teen  ::i  C'.ec.- 1  (  '»-irty  since 


Revolutionary  times,  and  some  of  them  are  mentioned  in  Maryland  Revo- 
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lutionary  records.  At  least  six  children  were  born  of  this  marriage, 
five  sons  and  a  daughter.  The  sons  were  James  S.,  Mark,  Joseph  D.,  John 
G.  Jr.,  and  Charles.  The  daughter  was  named  Margaret  Amanda.  Three  of 
these  children  are  named  in  Cecil  County  Marriage  Licenses  1840-1863. 
Mark  Manlove  married  a  Mary  S.  Conlin  on  May  3»  1853*  Joseph  married  a 
Sarah  Dodson  on  February  18,  1856,  and  daughter  Margaret  Amanda  married 
a  John  H.  Price  on  February  12,  1855*  Son  Mark  is  further  mentioned  in 
Cecil  County  land  records.  On  August  17,  1859 »  John  and  Sarah  Russell, 
William  C.  and  Susanna  Perkins,  and  Margaret  Price  granted  to  Mary  Ellen 
Manlove,  wife  of  Mark,  a  lot  in  the  village  of  Cecilton  on  the  road  from 
Cecilton  to  Warwick,  Sons  John  C,  Jr.  and  Mark  are  mentioned  in  bills 
of  sale  dating  into  the  1880’s  and  1890's. 

John  Manlove  died  in  late  18.54,  his  will  being  probated  on  January 
3,  1855.  It  is  from  this  will  that  the  names  of  his  children  are 
learned.  John  bequeathed  all  of  his  estate,  after  payment  of  his  debts 
and  funeral  expenses,  to  his  wife,  except  for  a  debt  owed  by  son  James 
which  was  forgiven.  At  his  wife's  death,  the  estate  was  to  be  divided 
among  the  five  children  other  than  Jamies.  Francis  B.  Crookshanks,  whose 
name  we  saw  earlier  in  reference  to  a  bill  of  sale,  was  the  executor  of 
the  will,  and  John  B.  Sharp,  Robert  McCoy,  and  John  Wroth  were  witnesses 
of  the  will  when  it  was  written  in  1849.  We  know  that  John  was  a  farmer 
at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  his  will,  because  part  of  son  James'  debt 
was  in  the  form  of  fifty  bushels  of  corn. 

Our  attention  must  now  ^jcus  on  Mark  Manlove.  vf  J_he  Mhrk  who 

moved  into  Cecil  County.  We  wall  see  that  Mark  '"--l  mru.  \  himself  as 

"Mark  Manlove  of  Mark"  to  distinguish  himself  from  his  nephew  Mark,  son 
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of  his  brother  John.  Mark  Manlove  ”of  Mark"  married,  at  least  three 
times  and  was  the  father  of  at  least  ten  children.  Mark’s  first  marriage 
was  to  a  flintham.  The  Flintham  family  had  been  listed  in  the  1800  cen¬ 
sus  in  Cecil  County’s  North  Sassafras  Hundred  along  with  Mark's  father. 
Mark's  second  marriage  was  to  Emma  Stanert,  in  February  1848.  This 
marriage  was  performed  by  a  Rev.  John  Perkins  in  Kent  County,  Delaware. 

It  is  believed  the  Stanerts  were  from  Philadelphia.  Emma  Stanert 
Manlove  died  in  1872,  at  the  age  of  42.  Mark  married  a  third  time,  to 
Harriet  Evans,  in  1377.  I  have  not  been  able  to  determine  if  there  were 
any  children  by  Mark's  first  marriage,  but  ten  children  were  born  of 
his  second  and  third  marriages,  who  are  here  listed;

Several  bills  of  sale  relating  to  Mark  Manlove  have  already  been 
discussed,  but  it  must  be  noted  that  Mark  was  the  first  of  the  Manloves 
in  Cecil  County  to  oTrn  land,  A  mortgage  of  1873  refers  to  a  gift  of 
land  to  Mark  Manlove  of  Mark  from  a  John  F.  Stephens  in  1856.  The  land 
was  bounded  on  the  north  by  a  road  from  Warwick  to  the  Levels,  on  the 
east  by  the  Delaware  state  line,  on  the  south  by  ?  public  road,  and  on 
the  west  by  the  land  of  a  deceased  John  McCrone.  Tne  lanci  here  re¬ 
ferred  to  was  probably  between  what  is  now  U.S.  301  and  State  Route  299* 
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This  land  in  1878  was  mortgaged  to  Benjamin  Green,  and  later  to  Samuel 
Reynolds  of  Middletown,  Delaware.  The  value  of  the  land  was  $108,  which 
indicates  it  was  probably  unimproved  farmland.  Mark  also  owned  one  and 
one  half  acres  in  the  village  of  Warwick.  This  will  be  discussed  in 
reference  to  the  inventory  of  Mark's  estate. 

Mark  Manlove  of  Mark  died  in  late  1881,  his  will  being  probated 
January  3 >  1882.  This  will  is  here  quoted  in  its  entiritys 

"I  Mark  Manlove  of  Mark  of  Cecil  County  and  State  of  Maryland 
do  make  publish  and  declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  and  form  following,  that  is  to  says 
First,  I  direct  that  all  my  just  debts  and  Funeral  expenses 
be  paid  as  soon  as  convenient  after  my  decease,  and  as  my 
personal  estate  may  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  debts 
and  expenses,  it  is  my  will,  and  I  hereby  authorize  my  exec¬ 
utor  to  sell  my  real  estate  at  public  sale  and  from  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  pay  such  of  my  debts  as  my  personal  es¬ 
tate  may  not  be  Sufficient  to  pay;  and  I  hereby  authorize 
and  empower  my  executor  to  convey  the  said  real  estate  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  by  as  good  and  valid 
deed,  as  I  myself  could  do  if  living. 

Second;  it  is  my  will  and  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  wife  Harriet  C.  all  of  my  household  goods  of  every  de¬ 
scription,  and  it  is  my  will  that  the  said  goods  be  reserved 
and  excepted  out  of  my  other  personal  property  mentioned  in 
the  first  olause  of  my  will. 

Third;  all  the  rest,  residue,  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  I 
give  and  bequeath  unto  my  wife  Harriet  and  to  my  son  Mark  E. 

Manlove  share  and  share  alike;  and  I  make  no  provision  nor 
bequests  for  my  other  children  for  the  rea  c  i  that  the  elder 
ones  are  all  taking  care  of  themselves  and  the  two  youngest, 
the  children  of  my  present  wife,  will  be  provided  for  by  her. 
Lastly;  I  hereby  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  Samuel  M. 

Reynolds  of  Middletown,  Delaware  executor  of  this  my  last 
will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the 
twenty  second  day  of  July,  A.D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty  one. 

(signed)  Mark  Manlove  of  Mark” 

The  will  was  witnessed  by  R.  B.  Merritt,  J.  C.  Cramor,  and  James  H. 
Smith.  Because  it  was  probated  in  January  of  1882,  Mark  Manlove  must 
have  died  sometime  late  in  1881, 
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The  inventory  of  Mark  Manlove* s  estate  reveals  that  he  was  a  small 
farmer, quite  poor  at  his  death,  whose  main  possessions  were  his  farm 
implements,  furniture,  and  other  personal  effects.  The  Orphan’s  Court 
of  Cecil  County,  which  handled  probate  cases,  empowered  Joseph  Sinnickson 
and  Benjamin  Green  to  take  the  inventory.  Bebause  Mark  Manlove  is  the 
grandfather  of  some  of  the  readers  of  this  booklet,  I  believe  this 
inventory  is  of  interest  and  will  quote  it  in  its  entiritys 

"A  true  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  and  singular  the  goods, 
chattels,  and  personal  estate  of  Mark  Manlove  late  of  Cecil 
County,  deceased,  appraised  by  the  subscribers  Joseph  C. 

Sinnickson  and  Benjamin  J.  Green,  jointly,  we  having  first 
been  legally  authorized  and  having  taken  the  oath  prescribed 
by  law,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  warrant  to  appraise  and  cer¬ 
tificate  therein  hereto  annexed;

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Mark  E«  Manlove  was  a  child  of  nine  when  his  father  died.  He  was 

the  only  child  provided  for  in  the  will,  the  other  children  of  Mark  and 

Emma  Manlove  being  of  age.  He  was  raised  by  his  eldest  brother,  Edward, 

until  he  was  of  age.  In  190 5,  he  married  Daisy  Day  of  Warwick,  the 

daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Lyons  Day.  Sarah  Day  was  the  daughter  of  a 

Scotch  Presbyterian  minister.  Eleven  children  were  born  of  the  marriage 

of  Mark  and  Daisy  Manlove? 

Margaret  Rebecca,  born  1906 
Esther  Eugenia  (I9IO-I969) 

Paul  Wilson,  born  1912 
William  Woodrow,  born  1913 
Emma  Letitia,  born  1914 
Irene  Lewis,  born  1915 
Mark  Eugene,  Jr.,  born  1916 
Kenneth  Price  (1918-1973) 

Grace,  born  1919 »  died  after  six  weeks 
Daisy  Day,  born  1921 
Caroline  Maryland,  born  1922 

Mark  E.  Manlove  continued  the  family  interest  in  politics.  He  was  an 
active  Democrat,  and  a  friend  of  Maryland  Gov.  Albert  C.  Ritchie.  He 
was  eventually  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Cecil  County,  and 
once  was  in  a  photograph  of  one  of  PResident  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's 
appearances  in  Maryland. 

At  this  point,  to  summarize  the  Manlove  sto ry  in  Cecil  County,  a 
brief  chart  is  necessary;

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The  Manlove  family  has  had  a  long  and  varied  experience  in  America. 
The  first  Mark  Manlove  settled  in  Virginia  about  1650,  ranking  the 
Manloves  among  the  country's  first  settlers.  In  colonial,  times,  the 
family  had  considerable  wealth  and  land.  By  1800,  many  branches  of  the 
Manlove  family  had  become  small,  tenant  farmers,  including  that  branch 
which  settled  in  the  Warwick  area  of  Cecil  County.  As  was  seen,  the 
Manloves  were  involved  in  the  American  Revolution,  on  both  sides  of  the 
issue.  In  this  way,  their  experience  reflects  that  of  many  of  the  colo¬ 
nial  families  of  America.  The  Manlove  contribution  to  American  history 
is  not  as  illustrious  as  that  of  the  Rodneys,  Reads,  and  others,  but  the 
Manloves  are  there;  on  the  militia  lists,  tax  records,  and  property 
deeds,  doing  those  things  which  form  a  nation  at  its  grass  roots.  There 
were  the  negative  aspects  as  well,  Boaz  Manlove' s  Toryism  for  example, 
but  these  too  are  a  part  of  history.  The  ancient  family  motto,  Virtue 
is  Envious  of  Nothing,  expresses  the  spirit  in  which  I  made  this  study. 
Our  forefathers  were  not  always  virtuous,  but  when  virtue  did  shine  forth, 
it  is  an  example  we  can  follow  today.
